cabinet to quit trying to support the 
R u h r population was made at a con­ 
ference with representatives 
from 
the R hineland and the R uhr Tues­ 
day as represented in United Press 
dispatches. 
It was indicated complete 
stop­ 
page of all R u h r subsidies with which 
passive resistance against the French 
occupation last J a n u a r y 
was 
su p­ 
ported would have to be effected by 
November 25th, owing to the inahil- 
tty of Germany to stand the financial 
burden. 
The socialists began their attack 
on the Stresemann 
cabinet 
when 
three of the ir leaders who held port 
folios owing to socialist adhesion to 
the Stresemann coalition, resigned 
because they tho u g h t 
the 
govern 
ment's action against the Bavarian 
m utiny was too w**ak. 
It was said today that instead of 
using this for the spearhead of their 
attack when the 
Reichstag 
opens 
they will use the a ition of the gov 
em inent in cuttin g all financial ties

They will introduce a motion of 
"no confidence" against the cabins 
when the Reichsjag meets. 
lf they can muster support to pass

W ith his usual ability Frank II. Simonds shows what lins at 
the foundation of the present policies of the governments of the 
nations. 
England is seeking to enlist the support of the United! 
States in a program which has for its purpose bringing pressure* 
to bear upon France to compel France to change her present 
policy with regard to Germany. 
On tin- other hand France is 
intent upon keeping the United States out of Europe lest her in­ 
tervention in Europe lend to bring a holt to the present policies 
of France., 
Mr. Simonds serfs in the play of the governments of Europe 
a bid for their own perpetuation. 
Premier Poi Hen re’s poll' y will 
soon be considered by the French people, who will empress their 
verdict upon it, and the f rench premier dare not at this time 
allow any change in the polio of his government if that govern­ 
ment is to successfully appeal to the electorate. 
In England 
Stanley Baldwin has been losing out. 
The prestige of his gov­ 
ernment is not as high as it was and this is bennis- of the weak­ 
ness of its foreign policy quite as much as the result of its fail­ 
ure to do anything impressive to help the unemployed. 
Th** peo­ 
ple of Britain have come to ace that internal affairs cannot be 
much improved until matters are settled on the continent and 
they are demanding a stronger foreign policy. 
Therefore, if the 
present government is to win the popular vote in the election 
which is drawing near a more aggressive foreign policy inns be 
considered, and if I ta* government makes a move in this direction, 
and the move fails because oi the attitude of the French govern­ 
ment, the Baldwin ministry will be abb to say that it tried and 
that its failure lies at the door of France. 
This looks very like a play of governments. 
Tlu govern­ 
ment! of Europe are playing for advantage and their < vcs are on 
the people who must give them support if they are to retain their 
places. 
ll seems then (hat the people are used by the govern­ 
ments quite as much as the governments are the servants of Hie 
people. 
It is true that they exist by the will of Ila* people hut 
the will of the people is shaped to the ends desired by the govern­ 
ments. The play of policies is a play of governments intent upon 
saving themselves, and wink they inav conclude1, and this sin­ 
cerely, that their polities are for the best interests of the nations 
they represent the futility of their policies is becoming more end 
more obvious. 
The inter-play of govtniments at this lime seems f > b 
i.»- 
reft of forcefulness and the nation that went down under the 
pleasure of the allied forces is Muttering today no *m re than Ii u* 
victors who were robbed of intelligent leadership by the struggle, 
This does not mean that the loaders were killed off; it means I hat 
the leaders have been robbed of their initiative and daring by 
the grim years through which their nations passed, 
Germany( 
has called in one of the members of its deposed royal house, and 
this at a time when the edVc! of it would be to strengthen tin op­ 
position of France to any move that seemed in any way favmnble 
to Germany. 
A return to the monarchy, with i member of the 
Kaisers family on the tin mo, will not help Germany to regain 
the goodwill of the nations who fought her in the World war, and 
if such a move led to another war France is so thoroughly pre­ 
pared that, unless unexpected changes came abut in tin* associa­ 
tion of the nations, Germany would soon bt* defeated. 
Out el this darkness, a darkness that breeds despair, then 
arises no leader who can speak with a commanding voice to ex­ 
press an intelligent purpose. 
The nations drift from bad to voise 
and there is no Moses to lead them oui of the wilderness into a 
better land. 
The world needs a great man but tin* gi t at man 
does not appear. 
Leadership is mediocre, visionless and, there­ 
fore, helpless. 
Perhaps this is another part of the price nation.^ 
pay who go to war.

England is seeking to enlist the support of the United) 
States in a program which has for its purpose bringing pressure 
to bear upon France to compel France to change her present 
policy with regard to Germany. 
On the other hand France is 
intent upon keeping the United States out of Europe lest. her in­ 
tervention in Europe tend to bring a halt to the present policies 
of France. 
Mr. Simonds sees in the play of the governments of Europe 
a bid for their own perpetuation. 
Premier Poincare’s policy will 
soon be considered by flu French people, who will express their 
verdict upon it, and the f rench premier dare not at this time 
allow any change in the policy of his government if that govern­ 
ment is to successfully apneal to the electorate. 
In England 
Stanley Baldwin has been losing but. 
The prestige of his gov­ 
ernment is not as high as it was and this is because of the weak­ 
ness of its foreign policy quite as much as the result of its fail­ 
ure to do anything impressive to help the unemployed. 
The peo­ 
ple of Britain have come to see that interna! affairs cannot be 
much improved until matters are settled on the continent and 
they are demanding a stronger foreign policy. 
Therefore, if the 
present government is to win tho popular vote in the election 
which is drawing near a more aggressive foreign policy musi be 
considered, and if the government makes a move in this direction, 
and the move fails because of the attitude of tho French govern­ 
ment, the Baldwin ministry will he able to say that it tried and 
that its failure lies at the door of France. 
This looks very like a play of governments. 
The govern­ 
ments of Europe are playing for advantage* and their eyes are en 
the people who must give them support if they {ire to retain their 
places. 
It seems Fu n (hat the people arc used by the govern­ 
ments quite as much as the governments arc the servants of the 
people. 
It is true that they exist by the will of the people but 
the will of the people is shaped to the ends desired by I he govern­ 
ments. 
The play of policies is a play of governments intent upon 
saving themselves, and while they may conclude, and this sin­ 
cerely, that their policies are for the best interests of the nations 
they represent the futility of their policies is becoming more .and 
more obvious. 
The inter-play of govt rn men l.s at this time seems to be la - 
reft of forcefulness and the nation that went down under the 
pressure of the allied forces is suffering today n o 'more than her 
victors who were robbed of intelligent leadership by the struggle. 
This does not mean that the leaders were killed off; it means that 
the leaders have been robbed of their initiative and daring by 
the grim years through which their nations passed. 
Germany, 
has called in one of the members of its deposed royal house, and 
this at a time when the elfect of it would be to strengthen the op­ 
position of France to any move that seemed in any way favorable 
to Germany. 
A return to the monarchy, with a member of the 
K a is e r s family on the throne, will not help Germany to regain 
the goodwill of the nations who fought her in the World war, md 
ii such a move led to another war France ia so thoroughly pre­ 
pared that, unless unexpected changes came abut in the associa­ 
tion of the nations, Germany would soon be defeated. 
Out of this darkness, a darkness that breeds despair, there 
arises no leader who can speak with a commanding voice to ex­ 
press an intelligent purpose. 
The nations drift from bad to worse 
and there is no Moses to lead them out of the wilderness into a 
better land. 
The world needs a great man but the great man 
does not appear. 
Leadership is mediocre, visionless and, there­ 
fore, helpless. 
Perhaps this is another part of the price nations 
pay who go to war.

num ber of industrial lines looking 
toward the advancement of citizens 
along the lines of their various occu­ 
pations. 
Preparing For Citizenship 
Cities, however, at their own op­ 
tion may establish evening classes 
along any useful lines th a t appeal to 
a sufficient number to warrant the 
formation of a class. 
Last year sev­ 
eral very successful evening classes 
in public speaking were maintained 
for a considerable part of the yea*', 
and It ought to be only a question of 
how many people are interested In a 
given line of study to determine w h at 
class or classes for adults might be 
established during the present year. 
It seems quite probable that an eve­ 
ning class for foreigners to learn the 
English 
language and prepare for 
citizenship will be established under 
th e auspices of the board of educa­ 
tion, and other classes are subjects 
u n d er discussion at the present time 
in various quarters of the city. 
From almost any point of view It 
would seem that Brainerd ought to 
be a very favorable locality in which 
to encourage and foster night school 
effort. 
The considerable number of 
foreigners in Brainerd, who have not 
yet taken out their final citizenship 
papers, and the extensive industrial 
population in this city,
